Residents 

consulted 

TIME is running out for residents who want 
a say on a proposed £100,000 scheme to slash 
speed limits and install traffic calming meas¬ 
ures around two Smethwick schools. 

Under plans, a 20mph speed limit near to Abbey 
Junior and Infants School and St Gregory’s Primary 
School will be extended and speed ramps installed. 

Sandwell’s neighbourhoods chief, Councillor 
Derek Rowley, approved the plans last month, 
subject to further consultation - and the deadline for 
comments is January 17. 

Traffic calming measures and the 20mph would be 
extended along St Mary’s Road, Smethwick. They 
would be placed between the junction of Wigorn 
Road and St Mary’s Road to the junction of Light- 
woods Road. These improvements will cost £50,000. 

It is also planned to extend traffic calming meas¬ 
ures and the 20mph zone along Abbey Road, Smeth¬ 
wick between the junction of Alexander Road and 
Abbey Road to the junction of Leicester Close and 
Abbey Road. 

Accidents 

A report to Cllr Rowley in November stated that 
records show that there have been five reported 
injury accidents resulting in six casualties on Abbey 
Road over the past five years up to May 13, 2008.

“This offer of help is for both tenants and resi¬ 
dents” said cabinet member for housing Councillor 
Simon Hackett. ‘We are aware that a number of res¬ 
idents and particularly the elderly may find them¬ 
selves in difficult situations because they cannot get 
out of their homes.” 

But he stressed the hotline is for genuine emer¬ 
gencies only.

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Three borough projects get Government cash 

£60 MILLION 
ON REVAMP 
AT SCHOOLS 


A £60 million project to 
rebuild and revamp three 
secondary schools in 
Sandwell has been approved 
by the Education Secretary. 

The schools will be transformed in 
Sandwell under the Building Schools 
for the Future programme. It comes 
just months after £138m plans to 
rebuild nine other schools in the 
borough were scrapped as part of Gov¬ 
ernment cuts. 

But Michael Gove has told Sandwell 
Council it can negotiate final contracts for 
the rebuilding projects at Oldbury College 
of Sport, Wednesbury Learning Campus, 
and Alexandra High School in Tipton. 

Sandwell Council worked with Partner¬ 
ships for Schools, the quango overseeing 
BSF, to show why the schemes should go 
ahead. 

Sandwell education bosses welcomed the 
announcement but pleaded with Mr Gove 
to allow them to reprieve the axed schemes. 

Council leader Councillor Darren Cooper 
said: “The announcement is good news for 
the pupils who will now have the chance to 
learn in 21st century schools.

“I congratulate Michael Gove for his deci¬ 
sion and ask him to give other children the 
same chance by reprieving the nine proj¬ 
ects he has axed. 

“Unless he does so, his legacy will be new 
schools for a minority of pupils.” 

Wednesbury Learning Campus in Hydes 
Road and Oldbury College of Sport will 
each get £20m worth of rebuilding. 

Alexandra High School and Batman’s 
Hill Pupil Referral Unit in Tipton will be 
renamed the Tipton Learning Campus and 
get a £17m investment. 

Schools in Sandwell were devastated in 
July when schemes proposed under the 
BSF programme were cut, after local edu¬ 
cation bosses had been told all the schemes 
would be safe. 

Sandwell Council is taking legal action 
against the Government over the axed 
schemes. 

Two BSF projects are due to be completed 
next year. The first phase of Smethwick 
Learning Campus has already opened. 
Rowley Learning Campus is due to be fin¬ 
ished in February. 

Mr Gove announced in the summer he 
was halting BSF schemes not signed off by 
1 January, 2010. The council says this is 


unfair because it had to stick to a timetable 
imposed by Partnerships for Schools. 

Three BSF academy schemes in 
Sandwell - state-maintained but inde¬ 
pendently run with the help of outside 
sponsors - are still waiting to learn their 
fate. 

Letters 

Earlier this month Sandwell pupils took 
letters to the Prime Minister asking him to 
reconsider funding school improvements in 
the borough. 

Youngsters from St Philip’s RC Primary 
School, Victoria Park Primary School and 
Cape Primary School, all Smethwick, made 
their views known on a tour of the House of 
Commons with Warley MP John Spellar. 

A tour with Adrian Bailey, West 
Bromwich West MP, allowed pupils from 
Wednesbury Oak Primary School, Tipton 
Green Primary School, Summerhill 
Primary School, Tipton, and St Paul’s CE 
Primary School, Tipton, and St Francis RC 
Primary School in Oldbury, to hand in their 
letters about the lost Building Schools for 
the Future cash. 

Council leader Cllr Cooper added: “I am 
proud to see the young people of the 
borough taking part in actions to highlight 
the need for improvements.” 


No to pub 
conversion

Pool going to tender 


BIDS from construction companies across 
Europe are being sought for ambitious plans 
to build an £8.8m swimming complex in 
Tipton. 

Sandwell Council plans to build a 25-metre pool 
on vacant land at the junction of Alexandra Road 
and Thursfield Road. There will also be a learner 
pool, gym, changing facilities and community room. 

New swimming pools for Tipton and West 
Bromwich were announced by the council at the end 
of last year. 

The tender for the construction of the centre is 
being advertised in the Official Journal of the Euro¬ 
pean Union (OJEU) until noon on January 24. 

This is the publication in which all tenders from 
the public sector which are valued above a certain 
financial threshold, according to EU legislation, 
must be published. 


Councillor Ian Jones, Sandwell Council's cabinet 
member for jobs and economy, said: “This is another 
important step forward for our plans.We look 
forward to receiving bids from construction compa¬ 
nies who want to work with us to create a 21st 
century swimming complex, that will replace the 
current ageing pool and serve the people of Tipton 
for the future.” 

Boost 

Councillor Ann Shackleton, Sandwell Council 
cabinet member for youth, culture & leisure, said: 
“Providing quality leisure facilities is vital for 
helping people to stay active and well, and this new 
centre for Tipton will be a real boost for the local 
community.” 

It is hoped the new complex in Tipton will open in 
2013.

Race against 
time to save 
patient’s life 

TRANSPORT staff at Sandwell Hospital 
who were on their way to collect lifesaving 
equipment for a patient in critical care found 
themselves in a race against time when they 
were caught in a blizzard. 

The crew first travelled from Sandwell to City 
Hospital in Birmingham to collect a truck large 
enough for the crucial breathing equipment, before 
heading to Walsgrave Hospital in Coventry in “bliz¬ 
zard-like” snow to collect it. But they became stuck 
on the return journey and needed a police escort to 
get the equipment to Sandwell Hospital in time to 
save the patient’s life. 

Dawn Hall, who set off with fellow transport staff 
member Paul Russell, said: “It was horrific getting 
to Walsgrave because of the blizzard-like snow and 
slow-moving traffic. We couldn’t even see the road 
markings on the motorway.” 

The lifesaving oscillator, which is used to ventilate 
seriously ill patients, was needed for a patient in the 
critical care unit at Sandwell. 

Critical care nurse manager Kathy Collins said: 
“It was such a good team effort from all services, 
including the police and Walsgrave Hospital staff.”

Man hunted for robbery at bookies 


DETECTIVES have released an image of a 
man they want to speak to in connection with an 
armed robbery at a bookmakers in West 
Bromwich. 

Before the robbery the man walked into Ladbrokes 
in West Bromwich and started up a conversation with 
a customer. He waited around 10 minutes for the shop 
in Vicarage Road, Hateley Heath, to empty before 
pulling out what is believed to be a handgun, then 
demanding money from the cashier. 

The robber escaped with a small amount of cash and 
a mobile phone, leaving on foot towards Hall End 


Methodist Church. No shots were fired and no-one 
was injured. 

Detective Simon Cooper from the Sandwell and 
Dudley team of Force CID is leading the investigation 
into the robbery. He said: “We urge anyone who recog¬ 
nises the man from the images to come forward and 
contact the investigation team. 

“The offender remained in the shop for a short 
period of time before committing the robbery and so 
we also appeal for anyone who was in there that night 
and remembers speaking to this man to contact us.” 

The man struck just before 9pm on October 5 but 


details were only released shortly before Christmas. 

The robber is is described as white, in his early 20s, 
about 5ft llin to 6ft, and of medium build.

THE owner of a 
rat-infested Tipton 
takeaway that had 
mould on the walls 
and grease on the 
ceiling has been 
ordered to pay 
almost £1,200. 

Health inspectors 
who visited Happy 
Evergrace Chinese 
Takeaway in Tipton 
issued an emergency 
order to close the 
premises because 
they feared it posed a 
risk to customers. 

At West Bromwich 
Magistrates Court, 
owner Wai Hoong Woo 
admitted three charges

of breaking food hygiene 
laws. 

Emma Hall, prosecut¬ 
ing, said inspectors 
found gnawing marks in 
the skirting boards and 
rat holes and rat drop¬ 
pings when they visited 
the Laburnum Road 
takeaway last month. 

Miss Hall said there 
was food debris on the 
floor and there were scis¬ 
sors, a chip scoop and a 
can opener covered in 
grease and encrusted 
food. 

As well as the rat holes 
and droppings there was 
spilled rat bait at the 
rear of the premises plus 
cooked prawns mixed 
with raw chicken and 
raw prawns. 

The fridge was dirty 
and there were dis¬ 
coloured tiles. A light 
switch was covered in 
grease and some of the 
door hinges were broken. 

“There were extremely 
poor standards of clean¬ 
liness,” Miss Hall said. 

Sterilised 

“There was evidence of 
rat activity. It was 
indicative of little or no 
routine cleaning.” 

Officers closed the 


premises but Miss Hall 
said since the inspection, 
the restaurant had been 
sterilised and disinfec¬ 
ted and allowed to 
reopen. 

Woo, who runs the 
takeaway with his wife, 
chose to represent 
himself at last week’s 
hearing. 

The 50-year-old, of 
Nuttall Grove, 

Handsworth, said he 
had not had much time 
to clean in recent months 
because he had been 
occupied by dealing with 
a gang that hung around 
outside the takeaway. 

On one occasion, he 
said, they had thrown a 
lit firework into the 
shop. 

“I have been in this 
business 40 years and 
never had this problem 
before,” he said. 

“I have major prob¬ 
lems with people 
outside. I spend 80 per 
cent of my time trying to 
stop kids causing trouble 
and 20 per cent of the 
time cleaning.” 

Woo was fined £280 
and ordered to pay £902 
costs plus a £15 victim 
surcharge. 


Police launching 
anti-robbery blitz 


AN OPERATION has been 
launched to tackle an increase in 
robberies across Birmingham. 

Officers from the Birmingham West 
and Central local policing unit will 
step up plain clothed patrols in 
problem areas as well as additional 
high visibility patrols in the evenings 
and at weekends. 

They are also carefully monitoring 
areas where robberies have previously 
occurred, including post offices, dark 
alleyways and dimly lit open spaces 
such as parks and play areas. 

A number of mobile police CCTV 
cameras have been moved to key loca¬ 
tions and police vehicles are following 
cash and transit vans whenever possi¬ 


ble to deter armed robberies and 
ensure the safe delivery of cash and 
valuables ahead of Christmas. 

Specialist offender management 
teams are also monitoring previously 
convicted robbers and will be working 
hard to ensure any curfews or condi¬ 
tions are met. 

Patrols 

Patrols have also been stepped up in 
the city centre and in Ladywood. 

Detective Chief Inspector Mike 
O’Hara, said: “This is a hard-hitting 
operation that we hope will help blitz 
robbery offences across the west and 
centre of Birmingham.” 


Baby home for Christmas

The 16-month-old was born on 
August 29 last year weighing lib loz 
and measuring around nine inches 
long. She spent the first four months of 
her life in hospital and was given the 
middle name Faith after all she had 
gone through. 


As the Chronicle went to Press her 
mother Kirsten Cheadle, aged 20, and 
father, builder James Harley, 22, of 
Rutland Road, were looking forward to 
their first family Christmas together 
at home. 

Kirsten knew throughout her preg¬ 
nancy that her baby was small. At 27 
weeks, Kirsten was having daily scans 
and steroid injections when doctors 
discovered problems with blood flow in 
the cord and took the decision to 
deliver the baby. Former beautician 
Kirsten, said: “It is just going to be a 
nice family Christmas.” 


Caterer ran 
over guest 
in a fatal 
coincidence 

A WEDDING caterer from Wednesbury 
who ran over and killed a guest when 
driving while disqualified has been jailed. 

James Rai’s van crashed into Raju Singh on 
a main road in Dumfries and Galloway in July, 
in a bizarre coincidence after both had been 
involved in the same wedding in Glasgow. 

Rai, 41, had denied causing the death of Mr Singh, 
28, by driving while disqualified and without insur¬ 
ance. But he was found guilty by a jury and received 
an 18-month sentence following a five day trial at 
Dumfries Sheriff Court. 

He had admitted lesser charges of driving while 
disqualified and without insurance. 

The court had heard how Mr Singh from Washing¬ 
ton, in Tyne and Wear, had been at a wedding in 
Glasgow prior to the accident. He was returning 
home to Tyne and Wear in a car driven by his 
brother-in-law when he fell out with another rela¬ 
tive. 

The car pulled into the Johstonebridge service 
area where the driver tried to calm things down. The 
row escalated and Mr Singh left, saying he was going 
to walk home. 

Efforts were made to locate him and he answered 
his mobile from the motorway stating he was 
heading south. 

Shattered 

Rai was also travelling on the motorway having 
been working as a caterer at the same wedding 
where Mr Singh had been a guest. 

A passenger in Rai’s van told the court they 
thought they had hit a deer when there was a bump 
and the windscreen shattered. 

Sheriff George Jamieson said he acknowledged 
that the standard of Rai’s driving could not be said 
to be the cause of death. However, he stressed that 
he should not have been on the road and it was the 
second time he had been convicted of driving while 
disqualified. 

Fire chiefs to 
cut alarm calls 

THE number of firefighters sent out when 
automatic fire alarms are triggered across the 
West Midlands is to be cut from the new year. 

The move is to save time and money, say fire 
chiefs. They are going to trial a new scheme for six 
months starting in January which will see one fire 
engine sent out to alarms when a response is 
required rather than the current two. 

In Birmingham city centre a specialist response 
vehicle, a Range Rover equipped with blue lights, 
will also be trialled. 

Firefighters across the West Midlands are sent out 
to around 10,000 emergency responses a year in con¬ 
nection with automatic fire alarms and, in all but a 
few cases, no firefighting action is needed. 

The alarms may have been activated by dust, 
faults with equipment or cooking fumes.

Handful 

STAFF and machinery are 
being relocated from a 
doomed car parts firm in the 
Black Country. 

A new test facility is being 
created at Caparo Precision 
Tubes, in Birmingham Road, 
Oldbury. The move will save six 
jobs that had looked set for the 
axe at the Stourbridge branch of 
Caparo Aluminium Technologies 
Ltd. Around 40 staff at the Wol¬ 


laston High Street plant had 
faced losing their jobs by Christ¬ 
mas as it started winding down 
for closure in the new year. 

Bosses revealed six of the jobs 
would be saved by the test facil¬ 
ity’s relocation to Oldbury. 

Site director John Wood said: 
“We are going to have a new 
testing facility at our Oldbury 
site, the home of Caparo Accles & 
Pollock, where more than 100 


workers are employed. 

“We will be building a new facil¬ 
ity for testing on the Oldbury site, 
moving machinery from the 
Stourbridge site. The Stourbridge 
site is being closed and we have 
made about 40 job losses but we 
will still need testing at Oldbury 
and that will be done in about 
February time. At least six of the 
staff from Stourbridge will be 
coming over to Oldbury.” 


Road closures plan 


ROADS in Oldbury will close in the 
New Year for resurfacing work. 

Work will take place near Bristnall 
Hall Road, Oldbury, between January 
3 and 13, dependent on weather. Clo¬ 
sures affect the road from its junction 
with Beeches Road to its junction with 
Holland Avenue. 

Bristnall Hall Lane will also be 
closed from its junction with Bristnall 
Hall Road to its junction with Yemen 
Road. Resurfacing will, meanwhile, 


see Salop Road affected from its junc¬ 
tion with Bristnall Hall Lane to its 
junction with Salop Drive, as well as 
Pryor Road, from its junction with 
Brookfields Road to the Bristnall Hall 
Road junction. In addition, the follow¬ 
ing will close at their junctions with 
Bristnall Hall Road: Holland Avenue, 
Beeches Road, Knotsall Lane, St 
Kathrine’s Road.

Plea to recycle that 
old Christmas tree

recycling it into compost. 

Once you’ve taken off all of the dec¬ 
orations, residents can recycle their 
real Christmas tree in one of the fol¬ 
lowing ways: By calling 0845 359 
7501 for a free collection. Trees will 
then be collected between January 5 
and 28. If you’ve got a tall tree you 
may need to cut it in half, just ask the 
call operator when you book; Or by 
taking it along to the Household Recy¬ 
cling Centre, Shidas Lane, Oldbury, 
and put it in the garden waste con¬ 
tainers. 

Alternatively, residents can break 
up their real Christmas tree and put 
it in their garden waste wheeled bins 
ready for when the garden waste col¬ 
lections restart in March 2011. 

Easy 

Councillor Derek Rowley, Sandwell 
Council’s cabinet member for safer 
neighbourhoods, said: “Recycling 
your real Christmas tree in Sandwell 
is really easy. So we hope that as many 
residents as possible use one of these 
services, so that they can be made into 
compost’ 

Artificial Christmas trees can not 
be composted and should not be put 
out for recycling. 

Sandwell residents who receive the 
weekly green box or bag recycling col¬ 
lection service are being reminded 
that they can recycle even more 
during the festive period. 

Since Serco took over waste collec¬ 
tions last month, residents can put 
more materials with their recycling 
including plastics, card, cardboard 
and cartons. 

Containers should be emptied of 
liquids and food rinsed out as food or 
drink causes problems with the 


sorting and recycling process at the 
materials recycling facility. 

Residents with the bag recycling 
collection service will have noticed 
that their bag is now pink and has an 
extended list of materials that can be 
recycled printed on the bag. 

In addition, last month residents 
who have either the green box/bag 
recycling collection received a leaflet 
informing them of the improvement 
in this collection. 

Councillor Mahboob Hussain, 
Sandwell Council’s cabinet member 
for improvement and efficiency, said: 
“We appreciate that many households 
are likely to have more items for recy¬ 
cling during the festive period, so we 
will be delivering an additional pink 
bag to all those homes with either the 
green box or pink bag recycling collec¬ 
tion. 

“This is the latest improvement we 
are maing in the services. We are lis¬ 
tening to what people want and thank 
everyone for helping us to improve the 
services and our recycling efforts.” 

Serco are currently using standard 
collection vehicles that are the same 
design as those used for collection of 
refuse.These vehicles have been 
cleaned and all of the recycling left out 
by residents is then taken to the recy¬ 
cling facility, where it is separated 
into the different material types and 
then sent for further reprocessing.

Benefits 
cheat is 
spared jail 

A WOMAN who claimed almost £20,000 in 
fraudulent benefits has avoided a prison sen¬ 
tence. 

Sandra Michael, aged 43, from Hackett Court, 
Canal Street, Oldbury, claimed around £75 a week 
more than she was entitled to over a five-year period, 
by pretending she lived alone, a court heard. 

Judge Michael Dudley told her she had “narrowly 
escaped” prison. 

“This is a serious matter, benefit fraud always is 
as it affects every single person in the country who 
is paying their taxes,” he told her. 

Judge Dudley, in the hearing at Wolverhampton 
Crown Court sitting at The Waterfront, Brierley 
Hill, sentenced her to 18 months supervision, 120 
hours of unpaid work, and a two-month curfew. 

The court heard she was paying back the overpay¬ 
ment by deductions from her benefits of £12.50 a 
week. 

Michael had changed her plea to guilty to eight 
counts of benefit fraud on the day a trial was due to 
begin. 

The court heard she had filled in application forms 
claiming she was living alone at her home between 
June 2002 and April 2007, receiving £19,513 more 
than she should. An investigation by Sandwell 
Council discovered her partner of 10 years was living 
with her. 

Mr Sean Sidhu-Brar, defending, said: “While on 
the face of it, £19,000 seems like a large amount, 
spread over five years it’s a much smaller amount.” 

Scaffolding firm 
on the move as 
business grows 

A GREAT Barr scaffolding company is 
moving to another base in Sandwell as it 
expands, creating at least four new jobs. 

Performance Scaffolding Ltd, of Whitecrest, has 
applied for a licence for a new base on Union Road 
Trading Estate in Oldbury, for four extra trailers as 
they build on the two trucks they already have. 

The new jobs will be for drivers, and bosses at the 
firm put its growth down to new contracts. 

Orders 

Contracts manager Graham Fogarty, brother of 
owner Shawn Fogarty, said: ‘We’ve been getting 
bigger orders to provide scaffolding for projects for 
companies fixing solar panels. 

“We are getting around two new contracts a day 
for them and the Government has approved this 
move so we’re hoping it will keep going like this. 
“The work means we will need extra labour.”

FOUR months of roadworks are set to 
start on the M5 in the new year, causing 
further motorway misery. 

Overnight lane closures and speed restrictions 

One in four children 
obese by age of 10 

ALMOST a quarter of children across the 
Black Country are clinically obese by the time 
they reach the age of 10. 

In Sandwell the number of obese children in recep¬ 
tion class, aged four and five, is 11.9 per cent, almost 
doubling to 23.5 per cent by the time they reach the 
age of 10 or 11. 

In Wolverhampton the number of obese children 
aged four and five is 12.2 per cent, rising to 24.6 per 
cent by 10 or 11. 

In Dudley, the number of reception age children 
who are obese is 10.2 per cent, rising to 23.8 per cent 
by Year 10. 

Measurement 

The figures have emerged as part of the Govern¬ 
ment’s National Child Measurement Programme. 

Dr Adrian Philips, director of public health in 
Wolverhampton, described them as “ a scandalous 
statistic”. 

He added that the children faced significant 
health problems later in life including diabetes, 
heart disease and other conditions. 

Gurdwara plan 

AN industrial site is set to be transformed into a 
new Sikh Gurdwara under plans submitted to 
Sandwell Council. 

Members of the Gurdwara Guru Hargobind Sahib 
Ji say they have outgrown their home in Dudley 
Road West, Tividale, and now want to redevelop land 
and the vacant Britannic House in nearby Britannia 
Street and Upper Chapel Street. A prayer hall, com¬ 
munity hall, classrooms and kitchen are included in 
the plans. The proposals include converting an 
industrial building to house community activities. 

The application will be considered by planners in 
Sandwell at a later date but the community hope to 
open it by the spring. 


will be at junction 1 for West Bromwich from 
January 10. 

Work being carried out is aimed at improving 
the carriageway, including better safety barri¬ 
ers. 

It follows months of works on the M6 to bring 
the hard shoulder into use. This has involved 
junction closures and speed restrictions, 
causing lengthy diversions and long delays for 
drivers. 

Under the plans a 1,640ft stretch of the 
northbound carriageway of the motorway from 
Stone Road under bridge towards the M6 will 
have a 50mph speed limit introduced, as well as 
northbound lane closures. 


Bed sores costing 
health trust more 
than £1.8 million 


TREATING patients with 
bed sores in Sandwell cost 
around £1.8 million from April 
to October this year. 

The figure was revealed in a 
report on patient experience of 
bed sores, known as pressure 
sores, at a meeting of Sandwell 
and West Birmingham Hospitals 
NHS Trust last week. 

The cost of treatment was esti¬ 
mated to be around four per cent 
of the entire NHS expense in the 
report, which came in the wake a 
national initiative to reduce the 
number of cases, announced in 
November last year by the Chief 
Nurse of England. 

The report added: “The cost to 
patients and carers is huge in 
terms of pain, incapacity, effect on 
body image, loss of sleep, pro¬ 
tracted illness and financial 
impact.” 

Speaking after the meeting 


There will also be restriction on wide loads 
travelling on the carriageway during the work. 

All work will be carried out overnight from 
10pm- 6am, starting on January 10 and ending 
in mid-May. 

Nathan Wallis of the Highways Agency said: 
“The main work is to instal new signs to 
improve drivers understanding. 

“New signs will advise road users of lane spe¬ 
cific information, warn of queues, and give 
advance warning of a bend in the road. 

“We will also be installing a series of reflec¬ 
tors to the safety barriers on the central reser¬ 
vation to improve safety on this part of the 
road.” 

Meanwhile, the long¬ 
term roadworks at con¬ 
gestion-hit Burnt Tree 
island are to be sus¬ 
pended until Tuesday, 
January 4. 

The halting of the 
£12.5 million scheme 
over the festive period 
was also due to give 
traders some respite 
from the works, sched¬ 
uled to last 21 months in 
total. 

Transformed 

The joint project 
between Sandwell and 
Dudley councils will 
eventually see the 
island transformed from 
a five-arm roundabout 
into a new four-arm 
crossroads with the 
diversion of Tividale 
Road into a further new 
signal-controlled junc¬ 
tion on the A4123. 

The project is aimed 
at reducing delays and 
congestion, boosting 
links to the regional and 
national highway net¬ 
works, improving bus 
services and providing 
pedestrian and cycle 
paths. 


Rachel Overfield, chief nurse at 
Sandwell and West Birmingham 
Hospitals NHS Trust, said: “The 
cost mentioned in the report is an 
indicative cost based on a worst 
case scenario.” 

The Chronicle’s sister newspa¬ 
per the Express & Star revealed in 
October that treating bedsores in 
hospitals in Sandwell and West 
Birmingham costs the NHS up to 
£3 million a year. 

Preventable 

Figures released by the hospital 
trust reveal that between April 
and August this year the treat¬ 
ment of 171 cases of bed sores cost 
the trust £1,434,000. 

The report also revealed some 
cases are preventable. 

Costs also included specialist 
equipment to help reduce cases 
including special mattresses filled 
with air which help move patients 
in the same way as a water bed.

|EW other English cities 
have been transformed as 
much as Birmingham in 
the past 70 years. 

A perplexed time traveller beamed to 
today from the 1930s would be hard 
pressed to recognise some parts of the 
Second City to that workshop of the world 
which provided the engine for the British 
Empire. 

The work started by the Luftwaffe 
during the air raids of the war years was 
completed by eager town planners in the 
1960s. A lot of the development was well- 
meaning, clearing squalid back-to-backs 
for a brave new future of hi-rise living. 


Problem is, the new way of living was not 
beneficial to the sense of community 
which thrived in the teeming streets of 
Victorian Brummagem. Something 
special was lost alongside many impres¬ 
sive Georgian and Victorian buildings. 

Mark Norton’s Birmingham Then & 
Now, part of the Britain In Old Photo¬ 
graphs series, rescues some of these lost 
buildings by showing them before the 
wrecker’s ball cleared them away. The 
book also shows what replaced them 
which, with just a couple of exceptions, 
tended to be something ultra-modern and 
ultra-ugly. 

Mr Norton, whose previous work 
includes Birmingham Past & -Present: in 
My Father’s Footsteps, con¬ 
trasts the before and after 
views with many previously 
unpublished vintage pictures 
alongside his own shots of 21st 
Century Birmingham. 

He said: *‘My first book was 
filled with my father’s photo¬ 
graphs. Research for that book 
sparked an interest that has 
grown and grown. 

“As someone who grew up in 
1970s Birmingham, it is not 
surprising that I failed to 
appreciate the history of the 
city during my early years. The 
drab, concrete buildings that 
filled the city centre did little to 
create a sense of civic pride. 

“It was only the realisation 
of the importance of photo¬ 
graphs of the city taken by my 
father, before the Inner Ring 
Road was constructed, that 
finally made me appreciate 
that Birmingham was a city 
with a fascinating history..” 

Published by The History 
Press, Birmingham Then & 
Now is available in paperback 
for £12.99.

Naughty Julian 
steals the show 



on Joan’s debut 



Dick Whittington, Birmingham Hippodrome 

BIRMINGHAM city centre, on a freezing cold snowy December evening with the 
mercury level edging -7, is the last place you’d expect to find a globally-recognised 

Fair play to Joan Collins - multi¬ 
award winner and star of Dynasty and 
numerous other films and television 
programmes - for that’s where she was 
last Tuesday (21). 

Granted, the temperature was a little 
warmer inside the 1,800-capacity Hip¬ 
podrome Theatre and rose consider¬ 
ably further still whenever comic Julian 
Clary frequented the stage.

Dorrans ready to fire for Baggies 


GRAHAM Dorrans has claimed he is edging 
closer to top form after winning back his place in 
the Baggies midfield. 

The Scotland international started the last two 
matches after a tough start to his first full 
Premier League campaign. And the 23-year-old 
believes playing for 90 minutes against both 
Newcastle and Villa have helped him regain con¬ 
fidence and fitness. 

“Hopefully I can kick on now,” he said. “I need 
to get a couple of goals and, if I can do that soon, 
it will be great. “The Villa game was only the 
second 90 minutes I’ve completed in the league so 
far so hopefully I can get my fitness and sharp¬ 
ness back and keep going and get stronger. 


“I feel like that is happening and it comes with 
playing games. Hopefully I can push on and get 
back to the way I was.” 

Albion look set to target a new striker in the 
January transfer window, but Dorrans believes 
the return to fitness of Ishmael Miller will also 
give boss Roberto Di Matteo an exciting option. 

“He is a fantastic player,” said Dorrans. “He is 
only 23 but such a strong player. 

“If we can get him fit I am sure he will be a 
massive asset to the club.”

Last round knockdown sees belt snatched from Black Country middleweight 


A CONTROVERSIAL knockdown in the 
last round cost Coseley’s Jamie Ball the Mid¬ 
lands light middleweight title against 
Telford’s Kieron Gray. 

But Gray did not go home with the vacant area 
belt either, and will now probably retire following 
last week’s fight at Birmingham’s Holiday Inn, 
after Dudley referee Shaun Messer scored the bout 
a 96-96 draw. 

Ball was winning by two rounds going into the 
10th but took a count after a knockdown which, 
coupled with Gray winning the session, snatched 
the Midlands belt from his grasp. 

The ‘Black Country Bully’ already appeared to 
be going to ground from a slip when he was helped 
on his way but referee Messer, convinced a punch 
had knocked him off balance, ruled it a knockdown. 

It proved costly and put the first blemish on the 
26-year-old’s record in his 11th professional fight. 


But Ball showed great courage and similar 
stamina after being laid out for most of last week 
with the flu, which at one point had put the fight in 
doubt. 

Fans were not disappointed it went ahead in an 
entertaining title tussle, which Ball took control of 
after weathering some big shots from Gray early 
on. He had already bloodied the nose of his 32-year- 
old Shropshire opponent, who was running out of 
ideas and starting to swing wildly with Ball com¬ 
fortable on his toes in the eighth round. 

The younger fighter got behind his jab and 
further caught the eye with a rattling left in the 
ninth and all he had to do was survive the last 
round to lift the title. 

Crucially, it fell apart, although Ball is adamant 
he did enough to win the fight. He said: “Kieron 
Gray was a really difficult opponent who was 
strong and came to win, I take my hat off to him 


because I was really proud of him. But it was me 
who landed body shots and head shots. He was 
loading up with the big right hand every time and 
I blocked it almost every time he came in. I can’t see 
how he drew the fight and that is what is frustrat¬ 
ing me. 

Replacement 

“It’s very disappointing, a draw is just as bad as 
a loss in my eyes. I am not a bad sportsman, if I 
thought I had lost the fight I would have been 
happy with the result. But I thought I had won and 
that is what makes it 10 times worse.” 

There was further heartache for the Dudley con¬ 
tingent as Dean Anderson’s unbeaten start to life 
as a professional was halted in his third fight after 
a shock stoppage against Birmingham’s Sid Razak. 

Late replacement Razak smelled blood after con¬ 
necting with a right uppercut and went in pursuit. 


Anderson should have tucked up and hung on 
instead of trading blows, as he was visibly hurt. 

After further punishment referee Messer 
stepped in and stopped the light welterweight 
contest, with his opponent still swinging, 42 
seconds into the second round. 

But there was better news for Stourbridge’s 
Kevin McCauley, who banished the memory of 
losing the Midlands welterweight title earlier this 
month by beating Birmingham’s Dee Mitchell. 

The light middleweight six-round contest was 
thrown together at four days’ notice when Tipton’s 
Lee Glover pulled out with a groin injury but both 
fighters were up for the clash. 

However, it was McCauley who held the upper 
hand as the fight wore on and teed off with the jab 
after a big shot had rocked Mitchell’s head back in 
the third. Referee Messer scored the contest 60-57 
in McCauley’s favour.

EDGBASTON IS SET 
TO BOWL ’EM OVER 


CRICKET fans can see 
the £30 million expan¬ 
sion of Warwickshire’s 
Edgbaston ground, 
increasing capacity to 
25,000, continuing 
apace. 

The playing surface, 
grown to Warwickshire’s 
specification in a field in 
Lincolnshire, has been 
relaid with a new drainage 
system and permanent 
floodlights fitted. 

The framework for the new 
stand, which sits between the 
Eric Hollies Stand and the 
Priory Stand is also nearly fin¬ 
ished. And bosses revealed the 
naming rights for the new 
stand would be established in 
the new year. 

Club chief executive Colin 
Povey said: “We’re just coming 
onto that stage of the develop¬ 
ment. We will be starting to 
approach companies in the 
new year.” 

The curved shell of the 
building, which will eventu¬ 
ally be coated in silver- 
coloured aluminium panels, is 
nearly finished and will 
expand the seating and media 
facilities, bringing the 
stadium into line with the 
iconic press box at Lord’s. 


The finished work will 
feature five new floodlights, 
offices, shops and apartments 
at the site. It is set for comple¬ 
tion in time for England’s Test 
match against India on August 
10 next year. 

Phil Macdonald, project 
director at Edgbaston, said: 
“The new facilities will be like 
rugby and football grounds 
with a covered concourse 
between the new stand and the 
Eric Hollies Stand. 

Atmosphere 

“The new stadium will have 
the best facilities for media in 
England with parts of the 
third and fourth floor for 
broadcast and print media 
inside the steel box design 
which will sit on top of the new 
stand.” 

The work will give Warwick¬ 
shire the best chance to 
compete for international 
matches. 

Povey added: “The expan¬ 
sions puts us in a very strong 
position. We will have the 
largest capacity for a ground 
outside London and more than 
Trent Bridge’s 17,000 in Not¬ 
tingham and the 15,000 capac¬ 
ity at Cardiff, with whom we’re 
effectively competing. It 
should keep Edgbaston on that 
main rosta of Test grounds.” 


The expansion will not harm 
the atmosphere Edgbaston 
has developed in recent years, 
the most vocal support 
England receive on home soil. 
Mr Povey added: “England win 
here more often than any¬ 
where else, the players love 
the noise and the crowds love 
the fun atmosphere so it’s a 
win-win.” 

As the project nears comple¬ 
tion, lifts stairs and seats will 
be installed. Alongside the 
stadium work, the ground is 
being fitted with modern 
drainage. Permanent flood¬ 
lights will mean less light 
spillage from day/night 
matches for nearby residents 
and make taking high catches 
easier for fielders as the bulbs 
used produce less glare. 

The redevelopment is 
expected to guarantee a place 
for international cricket in 
Birmingham and an Ashes 
match in 2013. It will feature 
an “unusually shaped” square 
structure to house a banquet¬ 
ing suite. The former 
Calthorpe stand, the old pavil¬ 
ion and the old indoor cricket 
school were all bulldozed. The 
stadium has been reconfig¬ 
ured alongside the demolition 
and still has a capacity of 
17,000.
